The Churches and the World Order 


The Churches of Christ in America and else- 
where are committed to the establishment of a 
new international order. Success on this front 
is imperative if the Christian community is to 
advance on other fronts. Unless there is forth- 
- coming from the churches the spiritual energy 
required to divert the course of nations from the 
paths of war to the paths of peace there will be 
left for Christians little more than a humdrum 
existence in the catacombs of a pagan society. 
Christians have demonstrated their capacity to 
thrive in catacombs but the reign of righteous- 
ness in the world cannot be fully achieved un- 
derground. 

Now that the guns are silenced there is a real 
danger that the churches may relax their efforts 
to establish a durable peace. The temptation 
will be to resume ecclesiastical operations as 
heretofore on the naive assumption that peace 
is assured. But peace is not assured. Whether 
or not the cessation of hostilities is to be fol- 
lowed by the achieving of a new international 


order is.yet to be determined. The churches 
have given their moral support to the Charter 
of the United Nations Organization. They have 
set forth the principles which they believe are 
essential to the maintenance of peace. 

To do these things, however, and nothing 
more, is to invite disaster. Peace is not built on 
the paper resolutions of churchmen any more 
than on the blueprints of economists and states- 
men. Nothing short of a spiritual reformation 
én a global scale will suffice to redeem the world 
from the cause of war. General MacArthur, fol- 
lowing the surrender of Japan on September 2 
subscribed to this view ‘when he said: “The 
problem basically is theological and involves a 
spiritual recrudescence and improvement of hu- 
man character that will synchronize with our al- 
most matchless advance in science, art, litera- 
ture, and all material and cultural developments 
of the past two thousand years. It must be of 
the spirit if we are to save the flesh.” 

All of which lends significance to the forth- 
coming observance of World Order Day. The 
Federal Council has invited, the churches of 
America to celebrate Sunday, November 11, as a 
day of renewed dedication, to God’s purpose for 
the world of nations. On.this day Christians are 
requested to consider the meaning of American 
participation in the United Nations.. The mem- 
ber states are required to practice tolerance and 
promote respect for human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms for all without distinction as 
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to race, sex, language or religion. They are also 
mandated to work for the removal of the social 
and economic causes of war. It is for the Chris- 
tian community throughout the world to insist 
that the United Nations Organization adhere 
strictly to those high aims. Otherwise there will 
be left only a military alliance of doubtful value. 
Should this happen, the responsibility will rest 
to a considerable degree upon those Christian 
ministers and laymen who are lulled to sleep by 
the siren voice of the rhetorician. 

Of vastly great importance will be the World 
Order Day emphasis upon the moral and spirit- 
ual factors in the reconstruction of our interna- 
tional society. Power politics, racial conflict, 
and national egoism are but the symptoms of a 
disease that cannot be cured by the palliatives of 
‘secular statecraft. The Good Physician of the 
New Testament is the God of history. It is He 
who is the solvent of the world’s ills. It is He 
whose sovereignty must be acknowledged if na- 
tions are to be restored to sanity. It is He whose 
gospel of love, justice and reconciliation must be 
heeded if peace is to prevail. 

The observance of World Order Day will pro- 
vide Christians with an opportunity to rededi- 
cate themselves to the ministry of the God of 
the nations. 


A Meditation on Race-Track 
Gambling and Relief 


We glanced at the sports page of the evening 
paper to see how the baseball teams stood in the 
pennant race. In place of the usual baseball car- 
toon was one on the horses. A record had been 
broken,—a betting record. Not knowing what 
the terms meant, we turned to the New York 
Times of September 23rd for details. We could 
not appreciate the fine points, but the first few 
lines provided enough to think about: “A crowd 
of 49,614 that scattered its money right and left, 
established a world record betting total of $5,- 
016,745 as well as a world mark for daily dou- 
ble wagering, a national record for a jumping 
race and a New York mark for single-race bet- 
ting, was thrilled yesterday at Belmont Park . . M2 

Perhaps the reason why the figure of five mil-

lion plus was arresting was that earlier in the day 

we had heard the American Secretary of the 

World Council of Churches ask the Director of 

the Church Committee on Overseas Relief and 
Reconstruction whether the American Prot- 

estant churches would probably be able to raise 

more than five million dollars for the churches’ 

relief program in Europe this winter. The an- 
swer was, “Probably not.” (Denominations 

might find it interesting to compare their goals 

with the Belmont figure. ) 


We wonder what the hungry people in Europe 
would think if they should read about the new 
American record. We rather hope they won’t 
see the report,—at least that they will not realize 
that the record was for one day at one among 
numerous tracks. 


Our arithmetic shows that the average amount 
wagered by each person at Belmont Park that 
Saturday afternoon was about $101.12. In ad- 
dition to that amount we assume that it cost 
something to get to Belmont and something for 
admission. Now we do not pretend to under- 
stand the ways of these people. But we assume 
that—on the average—they were prepared to 
get along without being deeply disturbed by re- 
turning home with upward of $100 less than 
when they left home, though they calculate on 
the chance that they will return with more 
money. Many of them doubtless cannot afford — 
to lose $100; that is one of the evils of gambling. — 
The point is that those people could have given — 
$5,016,745 to relief without sacrificing to the | 
point of hardship. ; 

Joe Williams, popular sports columnist, writ- ~ 
ing in the World Telegram (New York) of Sep- | 
tember 24th, finds “pause for thought” in the 
betting record: “To begin with, the throng | 
couldn’t have bet that much unless it had that — 
much, could it? All right, get technical about it. — 
It wasn’t actually $5,000,000. Many of the dol- | 
lars went through the machines three or four 
times. But you can’t get away from the net 
figures. No matter how you figure it, $5,000,000 — 
plus, went through the machines. This means 
one or two things, possibly both. One, that the 
country is crawling with loose money. Two, 
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that there is no curbing the urge to make two 
dollars grow where only one grew before. In 
short, this is a gambling generation and gambling 
has now reached a point where it is practically 
a national disease, or hobby.” 

Such thoughts would be dismaying to many 
millions of people in the world today. They 
should be sobering to us. We Americans have 
wealth and power. How are we going to use 
them? Some of our church people are giving 
sacrificially to help those in distress. But which 
is the characteristic American—the Good Samar- 
itan or the spendthrift gambler? 


Ecumenical Education 


Many church people do not seem to realize 
that an interdenominational agency is not some- 
thing other than their own church but is their 
own church at work along with other churches. 
Constant education is necessary to help the 
members of a constituent denomination to feel 
that the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America is theirs and that the local 
council or federation of churches is likewise 
theirs. 

The average member of a local congregation 
has a fairly clear idea as to how his Christian 
interests are projected into the community, the 
nation and the world through the denomina- 
tional channels of his church. He should also 
understand how his Christian interests are pro- 
jected through the interdenominational channels 
of his church. 

The Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A., as 
one means of informing its membership, issues 
Presbyterian Interdenominational News. Its 
purpose is ‘“To help Editors increase the aware- 
ness of Presbyterians to the constructive work 
that their own Church is doing through co- 
operation with interdenominational agencies.” 
(We believe the statement of purpose would be 
more meaningful and accurate if it changed the 
words codperation with to participation in.) The 
Church is an important member of most of the 
agencies whose work is described in the news 
service. | 

The September 15th issue contains news items 
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about Presbyterian participation in the Prot- 
estant program of overseas relief and reconstruc- 
tion, work in Europe through the World Council 
of Churches, Dr. Cavert’s work in Geneva, the 
Home Missions Council’s ministry to migrant 
workers, and the Federal Council’s publication 
of the 1945 Yearbook of American Churches. 

As such news is relayed by the denominational 
press to the members of the churches they come 
to realize better that they are part of a great 
cooperative movement of many communions, for 
the councils are the churches acting together. 

This Presbyterian service demonstrates a pro- 
cedure which might be followed by other de- 
nominational offices, national and local, to de- 
velop more enlightened Protestant churchman- 
ship. 


Protestant Press Month 


October—or in some churches, November— 
is Protestant Press Month. President Truman 
has written a letter in commendation of the ob- 
servance of a special period for the promotion of 
religious journalism. 

Every church family should read at least one 
church paper. This is important for two rea- 
sons. First,—our culture is so saturated in 
secularism that it is important to see the world 
as it is seen by the editors and writers in religious 
magazines. Second,—Christians should be in- 
formed about the life and work of the Church. 

Our world needs devoted and enlightened 
Christians and strong churches. We seldom have 
either without the other. The religious press 
helps to develop both. 

It must be admitted that few religious period- 
icals compare favorably in glamour and color 
with other magazines on the library table. But 
thoughtful people will realize that the circula- 
tion of the church papers is not large enough to 
produce huge income from advertising, which in 
turn pays for expensive paper and colors. 

Surely the thoughtful people, those who can 
make our churches stronger, are willing to judge 
their reading matter primarily on its content. 
On that basis, the religious press merits a wider 
reading. 
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Statement on Control of the Atomic Bomb 


against Japan officers of the Federal Council issued 

a public statement on the matter which was widely 
carried by the public press (See September BULLETIN). 
On September 18, the Council’s Executive Committee 
adopted the following statement* which had been sub- 
mitted by the Department of International Justice and 
Goodwill: 

““Man’s age-old problem of the use of knowledge and 
power is now fraught with the fateful issue of life or 
death for the race. Atomic energy, used constructively 
under the guidance of moral principles, can ease the 
physical burdens of men and afford countless millions the 
material basis for abundant life. Used destructively, how- 
ever, atomic energy can mean the end of our civilization 
or even the end of man on earth. The bombing of two 
cities, which shocked the consciences of men, foreshadows 
the peril of the future. 

“Every possible safeguard to protect man from the 
consequences of his own pride and greed is the urgent 
business of the churches. The danger of atomic war is 
too great and imminent to permit neglect of any means 
calculated to lessen or delay it. Therefore we need to study 
and support all feasible social controls of all destructive 
atomic power. No such controls by themselves can save 
mankind. But without the most adequate controls men 
can devise, the threat of atomic war would become over- 
whelming. 

“Atomic bombs and rockets in the separate hands of 
competing states would tend to precipitate total war, be- 
cause of the mutual fears of annihilating aggression. Con- 
sequently the establishment of a single world control of 
destructive atomic power is an urgent necessity. Unless 
it can be achieved in the short period while the United 
States alone possesses atomic bombs, it may be difficult 
or impossible to achieve. We urge our government to 
state now its intention to place the new discovery under 
a world-wide authority as soon as all states will submit to 
effective controls. We also urge the government to press 
without delay for the creation of such controls. 


“The United Nations Charter gives both the General 
Assembly and the Security Council authority to deal with 
threats to the peace. The atomic bomb, uncontrolled, is 
the direst threat imaginable. We urge our government, 
therefore, to propose that the Assembly and the Council 
make the problem of controlling the generation and use 
of atomic energy their first order of business. The dis- 
armament agreements, provided for in the Charter, offer 
one opportunity for the early establishment of interna- 
tional controls. 

“The curative and creative work envisaged under the

provisions of the Economic and Social Council also takes 
on added importance. Insofar as this codperative effort 
can lessen the causes of conflict and increase the fellow- 
ship among peoples, it will provide essential bulwarks 
against the danger of atomic war. We urge our govern- 
ment to give leadership and loyal support to the eco- 
nomic and social work of the United Nations. We also 
urge groups and individuals to promote in every concrete 
way a better understanding of and goodwill towards all 
members of the family of nations. 

“It is not in our province to judge the technical re- 
quirements of international controls. We recognize the 
technical and political obstacles which stand in the way. 
But we also are convinced that all such obstacles can be 
overcome if governments and peoples are determined to 
establish the sovereignty of mankind over destructive 
atomic power for their mutual protection. In the hands 
of our government and people lies, in the first instance, 
the choice between world control or world catastrophe. 
The responsibility for the decision rests upon every citizen 
of our democracy. 

‘“‘We confess as Christians and as inhabitants of earth 
our tragic unpreparedness for this momentous responsi- 
bility. Our blindness and self-will as nations and in- 
dividuals, not the knowledge of atomic energy, are the 
true cause of our present peril. Only through repentance 
and regeneration can we hope to overcome the peril we 
have created. Only through the redeeming power of our 
Lord’s Gospel can the constructive promise of atomic 
power be realized. We must practice in every thought 
and deed our Christian faith that all men everywhere are 
brothers to us. In our ignorance and weakness, let us seek 
the help of Almighty-God. We call upon our churches to 
offer prayers of intercession on every suitable occasion. 
We urge all Christians to seek each day the guidance of 
God.” 


Recruiting Service Personnel for the 
Ministry . 

A new commission to codrdinate the recruiting of men © 
and women in the armed forces for the Christian ministry 
was authorized by the Federal Council’s Executive Com- 
mittee on September 18. The primary responsibility of 
the Commission will be to codrdinate and reinforce the 
efforts of the churches to provide the most effective fol- 
low-up of those in the armed forces—more than 2500 in 
number—whose names have been submitted by chaplains 
as possible candidates. 

Rev. John Oliver Nelson, Ph.D., now Director of Life- 
Work Enlistment for the Presbyterian (U.S.A.) Board 
of Education, was appointed director of the Commission 
for one year, beginning October first.

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A Call to the Churches 


(Adopted by the Executive Committee of the Federal Council on September 18, 1945) 


to launch a movement to win America for Jesus 

Christ, our Lord and Saviour. He alone can give 
us new life, and save us from self-destruction. He is in- 
evitable and altogether sufficient. 

This is the hour for the Christian Church to acknowl- 
edge its stewardship as the custodian, interpreter, and am- 
bassador of the Gospel of divine redemption and plead 
with men to be reconciled to God. _ Christians everywhere, 
in all the churches, are called upon to witness to the 
saving truth and the regenerating power of the Gospel by 
word, as well as by deeds of love. 

The year 1945 will go down in history as the end of 
the worst war this world has ever known. Life and prop- 
erty were freely expended to rid the human scene of forces 
which, if victorious, would have made Christian faith and 
life difficult. The close of the war, however, has thrust 
us into a new and even more critical situation. Mankind 
is now brought before the bar of divine judgment. 


Gis time is at hand for evangelical Christianity 


This nation has come into the possession of unprece- 
dented power and influence, which may be used for weal 
or for woe. Our own spiritual power is not equal to our 
responsibility. Science has no adequate word of salvation 
to offer. We cannot return to a pre-scientific age. A 
purely secular education is dangerous. The political in- 
stitutions which we build are not immune from the cor- 
ruptions of evil-minded men. The new situation puts de- 
mands upon us which cannot be evaded or taken lightly. 
God is speaking to us through these times in terms of 
invitation and warning. 

The weapons of war are silent. They are impotent to 
generate the new life which is needed. It will be foolish 
to settle down into the indifference and apathy of nor- 
malcy; to do so is to sleep the sleep of death. It is man 
who must be changed! Through regeneration, new life 
can and must be infused into the life of man and society. 
Faith in Jesus Christ and repentance before Him are the 
only alternative to man’s disintegration. 

The desolations in the earth cry out for restoration. 
Broken hearts cry out for healing. Hatreds in the human 
spirit must be eradicated by redemptive love. Mutual 
confidence must be rebuilt. The foundations of our so- 
cial order must be reconstructed. The deliverance which 
is in Christ must be offered to those who are the captives 
of fear and despair. And the compulsion of the love of 
Christ must become a power in the life of every Christian 
in these days of unusual opportunity for charity and good- 
will to all who are in need. 

We call upon the churches to repent of their sins of 
omission and commission. We call upon them to awaken 
both to the danger and the opportunity which confront 


them. - We call upon them to recover by prayer, study 
and fellowship the saving power of the Gospel as a per- 
sonal and corporate reality. We call upon them to wit- 
ness with clarity, simplicity, conviction, love and unity to 
the truth and the grace that are in Jesus Christ to all 
men everywhere. We call upon all churches to make 1946 
a year of nation-wide lay evangelism, in order to reach the 
sixty millions in our land who are still outside the 
churches. 

Let them become concerned about the new migration of 
our people which threatens the loss of many from church 
membership. Let them take the Gospel by means of 
daily personal witness to neighbors, friends, and youth in 
every community. Let them release hundreds of thou- 


sands of laymen, dedicated to this primary task of the 


Church, and bring about a quiet, but potent, inflow of 
the knowledge and power of the crucified and risen Christ, 
which will rejoice the heart of God, revive the spiritual 
life of the churches, produce warm Christian fellowship, 
and promote the highest welfare of this nation and the 
world. 

We call upon the churches to undergird this plan by 
praying for the world; for the nation; for the churches; 
for evangelistic workers. Prayer is the source and the 
support of Christian endeavor. God hears and answers 


the prayers of those who are concerned about the glorifica- 


tion of His name and the extension of His reign of 
righteousness and love. 

We call upon the churches to make this their primary 
effort during 1946. Billions have been spent to win the 
war on the field of battle. Millions of lives have been 
sacrificed in this terrible conflict. Let us keep faith with 
this sacrifice! It is a silent yet eloquent testimony to our 
need of the Gospel. Certainly the opportunity and the 
responsibility of winning America for Christ will demand 
much more of us. But the issue is not death—but new 
life from and with God—for individuals, for the churches, 
for the nation, and for the world.

Dr. Beverley M. Boyd, while continuing as the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Federal Council’s Department of 
Christian Social Relations, was made Secretary, charged 
with executive responsibility. 

Consultations by members of the staff have already 
taken place with the newly appointed Chief of the Veter- 
ans Administration, General Omar Bradley, with the

cooperated, for the third successive year, with 

the Yale School of Alcohol Studies by nominating 
fifty churchmen for fellowships and scholarships to the 
School. A bit more than one-third of the 138 students 
were ministers or other religious workers. The church- 
men came from sixteen denominations, the Y. M. C. A., 
the Salvation Army, and several state and city councils of 
churches. A total of about 150 churchmen have now 
studied at the Yale School during the three years of its 
existence.

A new feature of the curriculum this year was a series 
of five seminars, each of which met once or twice a week 
during the four weeks’ session. They were known re- 
spectively as the Education, Community, Therapy, Legal 
and Ministers’ Seminars. While each had an experienced 
leader, the real work of the seminars was done by the 
students themselves. The lecture part of the curriculum 
was enriched even beyond the excellent standard of the 
previous year. The year-round researches of the School 
are bringing much light to bear on aspects of the alcohol 
problem which have not previously been subjected to 
scientific scrutiny, especially certain sociological, psy- 
chological and legal aspects, and the 1945 Session profited 
from this work. . 

Readers of the BULLETIN will be interested to know 


that several churchmen are on the faculty of the School. 
Roland H. Bainton, Yale Professor of Ecclesiastical His- 
tory, lectures on attitudes and practices with regard to 
alcohol in Christian history. Benson Y. Landis, of the 
Federal Council’s staff, is Lecturer in Economics. In- 
cidentally, his excellent study on Some Economic Aspects 
of Alcohol Problems is now available in monograph form 
from the Yale School. Otis R. Rice, Chairman of the 
Commission on Religion and Health, is the School’s lec- 
turer on pastoral counseling with alcoholics. Francis W. 
McPeek, of the staff of the Washington (D.C.) Federa- 
tion of Churches, is Assistant Director of the summer 
School. 


An excellent brief description of the School’s curricu- 
lum, together with a summary of the facts about the 
alcohol problem, has recently been published by the Fed- 
eral Council under the title Alcohol Problems Dissected. 
It was written by E. M. Jellinek, Director of the Yale 
School, and is available from the Federal Council for 
fifteen cents. The complete lectures of the 1944 School 
have now been published by Yale University as Alcohol, 
Science and Society. 

The School has announced that it will again in 1946 
seek nominations of churchmen through the Federal Coun- 
cil’s Commission on Religion and Health. If interested 
write to Seward Hiltner, 297 Fourth Avenue, New York. 


Yearbook Shows Churches Growth 


reached an all-time high of 72,492,669 persons, 

more than 52 percent of the population, accord- 
ing to the 1945 edition of the Yearbook of American 
Churches, compiled by the Federal Council. 

Dr. Benson Y. Landis, editor of the Yearbook, points 
out that the total membership figure, as officially reported 
by 256 religious bodies in the continental United States, 
represents an increase of 3,991,483 over that compiled for 
the previous issue two years ago. Total church member- 
ship, as well as the proportion of church members in the 
population, has been increasing steadily for many years. 

Among the Protestant groups the Methodist Church re- 
ports the largest membership—8 ,046,129 persons, followed 
by the Southern Baptist Convention with 5,667,926. The 
figures are mainly for years ending in 1943 and 1944. 

Thirteen religious bodies each reported over one mil- 
lion members, a total of 59,767,348 persons, equal to 82 
percent of the total church membership, as follows:

New Office in Washington 

Authorization was given by the Executive Committee 
for a new office to be opened in Washington, D.C., in 
October in the Woodward Building. It will be known as 
the Washington Office of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America and Cooperating Bodies. 
The Secretary of the new office will be Dr. Benson Y. 
Landis, who has been released for a one-year period from 
his duties as Associate Secretary of the Department of 
Research and Education of the Federal Council, and Sec- 
retary of the Committee on Town and Country of the 
Home Missions Council, the Federal Council, and the 
International Council of Religious Education. 

The purpose of the new office will be to serve as a cen- 
ter of information for the churches with respect to pend- 
ing legislation, governmental regulations and proper chan- 
nels of contacts in Washington for church officials. It 
was pointed out that the Secretary is not authorized to 
make decisions in regard to policy for the churches. His 


office will be regarded as a “‘listening post” in matters of — . 


interest to the churches. 

Acting in a supervisory capacity will be a Washington 
Office Committee of the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America and Codperating Bodies, which will 
be composed of representatives of the denominations, the 
International Council of Religious Education and the 
Home Missions Council.

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Various Council Actions 


MONG the statements adopted by the Executive 
A Committee of the Federal Council at its meeting 
in New York on September 18 were the follow- 
ing: 
On Materrat Arp ABROAD 

Our hearts are deeply burdened at the prospect that 
millions of men, women and children of liberated coun- 
tries may suffer acutely from hunger and cold this com- 
ing winter. The cessation of war has brought with it the 
abrupt withdrawal of war-time controls in this country 
and the virtual end of rationing of foods. The end of lend- 
lease and the sharp reduction in needs for the armed 
forces coupled with record-breaking production of many 
foods in our own country places us in a position to devote 
unexpected quantities of food and other supplies to the 
relief of dire need overseas. 

In accord with our resolution adopted May 15th, 1945, 
we believe that Christians should continue to uphold by 
their conduct and spoken word the standard of voluntary 
sacrifice, if need be, that food, coal and clothing should 
be sent to war victims overseas. We are anxious to see 
the pledge of our President implemented. We would un- 
dertake to inform our government officials of our con- 
tinuing concern in this matter. 

We recommend support for the requests of UNRRA 
for $1,350,000,000 from our government. Support for the 
National War Fund will assist governmental and private 
agencies in their programs supplementary to the UNRRA 
or national relief undertakings in various countries. 

In addition we would urge upon our church people gen- 
erous support for the postwar funds being raised in most 
denominations during this fall and winter. Large portions 
of these funds will assist in restoration of church life and 
functioning in lands of Europe and Asia and will be es- 
sential if new life is to blossom into peace and world 
brotherhood. 

Our Church Committee on Overseas Relief and Recon- 
struction is now also prepared to serve the churches by 
forwarding contributed supplies of clothing and house- 

. hold needs to church bodies in Europe and Asia. 


ON THE ANNIVERSARY OF JEWISH EMANCIPATION 


As we approach the one hundred and fifty-fourth an- 
niversary of the act of emancipation by which France, 
emerging from, her own bloody revolution, opened up a 
vista of freedom to her Jewish citizens and ushered into 
a more humane world all of European Jewry, we express 
with brotherly warmth to the Jews of our own loved land 
our hope that the spirit of that emancipation, so nearly 
crushed in Europe, may be fully revived throughout the 
world. 

It is with troubled conscience and heart that we con- 
sider how the progress of Jewish emancipation has had to 


wait upon the slow pace of fundamental moral progress. 
Only from its own tragedy and suffering does the world 
seem to draw the moral insight that enshrines justice. It 
was in the Commonwealth of Cromwell that England’s 
Jews found tolerance; from the French Revolution 
Frenchmen of Jewish faith gained recognition of their 
political and personal equality; from the upheavals of 
1848-1870 those of Central Europe drew freedom. It was 
the first World War that brought to Jews of the Soviet 
Union safety from violence and also equality of oppor- 
tunity. 

A world emerging from a convulsion that dwarfs in 
scope, in tragedy, in agony, and in moral significance all 
other struggles must experience a greater quickening of 
the spirit. For the Jews this can only mean a broader 
sharing in the world’s life, a deeper fellowship with their 
brothers of other faiths, and a greater opportunity for 
enriching the common experience growing out of mutual 
trust and reciprocal appreciation. Our desire is real and 
deep to work with Jews toward this happy goal to which 
our hard-won victory has opened the road. 


On RELOCATION OF JAPANESE AMERICANS 


The War Relocation Authority has announced as its 
policy the closing of its Relocation Centers by Decem- 
ber 31, 1945. 


Whereas: This policy, unless accompanied by specific 
guarantees that adequate provision will be made for 
housing, employment and social security, works hardships 
upon many, especially those without property, the aged, 
widows and orphans, therefore be it, 


Resolved: That the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, by action of its Executive Committee, 
requests the United States Government, through the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, Mr. Harold Ickes, to give assur- 
ance that adequate provision has been made for the basic 
needs of the evacuees, including housing, assistance in 
employment, and the care of the aged and orphans, be- 
fore evicting them from the War Relocation Centers.

A statement on ‘““Man’s Relation to the Land,” signed 
by seventy-five Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish leaders 
interested in rural life, was issued on August 24. Dr. 
Benson Y. Landis, Executive Secretary of the Committee 
on Town and Country of the Federal Council (with the 
Home Missions Council and the International Council 
of Religious Education) was one of the chief collaborators. 

The first inter-faith statement ever issued on this 
subject, the statement outlines principles and methods on 
which the signatories are in general agreement. The 
signers say in part, in listing principles which should 
underlie action:

eNews of Stale and Local Cocneration: 


Brooklyn Studies Its Churches 


On invitation of the Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
Church and Mission Federation and at the 
instance of Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
Methodist Area Executive and President of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, the borough of Brook- 
lyn is being studied by the Committee on 
Codperative Field Research in a manner 
that represents a new high in denomina- 
tional codperation involving both local and 
national commitments. Baptist, Congrega- 
tional Christian, Episcopal, Lutheran, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, and Reformed 
Churches are co6perating by the contribu- 
tion of technical staff, financial support, 
or both. This study will endeavor to 
chart a program for cooperative Protest- 
antism in Brooklyn, having in mind denom- 
inational objectives, neighborhood situa- 
ations, and special minority groups (racial, 
language, etc.). The local sponsoring group 
is the Comity Committee of the Church 
Federation. 

Bishop Oxnam presented the matter at 
the luncheon session of the fall ministerial 
retreat on September 24. Dr. Henry 
Sloane Coffin also addressed the gathering 
on the subject of “Experiences in the 
Ministry.” 


Seminars on Religious 
Counseling for 
Service Men and Women 


Ten seminars were held in as many cities 
of the State of Michigan during June on 
Personal Counseling for Service Men and 
Women. These seminars were sponsored 
jointly by the Michigan Y.M.C.A. and the 
Michigan Council of Churches, and nation- 
ally by the National Council of the 
Y.M.C.A.’s and the Commission on Religion 
and Health of the Federal Council. In each 
local community they were sponsored by 
the local Y.M.C.A. and the local council of 
churches or ministers’ association. An aver- 
age of thirty to forty ministers and 
Y.M.C.A. secretaries participated in the 
sessions. 

The team included Dr. C. Newman Hogle, 
of Brooklyn, N.Y., Don Tyler of the 
National Council of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, and numerous others 
in the field of counseling returning service 
men and their families and friends. In 
addition to this leadership from outside 
the state, representatives of the Michigan 


Bureau of Veterans’ Affairs participated in 
the seminars. 


The cities covered were: Lansing, Grand 
Rapids, Muskegon, Benton Harbor, Battle 
Creek, Jackson, Pontiac, Flint, Saginaw, 
and Port Huron. 


This project was undertaken not only for 
its value in the Michigan situation but also 
to see whether it might be extended to 
other states. The reports indicate that 
other states might well give consideration 
to a similar program. 


Interracial Clinics 


Church federations and councils, alive to 
the increasing racial tensions in various sec- 
tions of the country, have given large 
cooperation over the past several months 
to the promotion of interracial clinics de- 
signed to help communities get at the cause 
of their interracial “‘ills,’ and to find rem- 
edies. These clinics, under the Department 
of Race Relations of the Federal Council, 
have been held this year in such centers as 
Ann Arbor, Flint, Albion, Jackson, Lansing, 
Battle Creek, and Grand Rapids, Mich.; 
Springfield, Ill, Akron and Youngstown, 
Ohio; and Indianapolis, Ind. 

The Michigan Council of Churches, the 
Church Federation of Indianapolis, the 
Akron Ministerial Association, and the 
Federated Churches of Youngstown all 
figure prominently in this program. While 
other allied religious, civic, and educational 
organizations within these areas joined with 
the federations, the latter took leadership in 
such ways as the following: assistance in 
surveying the local situations to be ‘‘treated”’ 
at the clinic, such as employment, housing, 
health, rehabilitation of returning soldiers 
of both races, education, etc.; enlisting the 
interest and participation in the clinics of 
city officials and religious leaders of all races 
and faiths; bearing partial financial respon- 
sibility for promotion of the clinics; part- 
time service of field workers; and leader- 
ship in follow-up programs. 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt devoted her 
entire column in the New York World 
Telegram of July 31 to an appraisal of the 
Youngstown clinic, terming the clinical 
approach to community ills “a very simple 
approach to a difficult situation.” 

Church federations in several other com- 
munities are now giving thought to the 
promotion of clinics within their areas 
during the next few months. 


A Day in Court 


In the Felony Court in Ridgewood, 
N.Y., where adolescents who have run 
afoul of the law must appear, the Queens 
Federation of Churches is providing a 
counselor for Protestant youth. Rev. 
Walter Lawton has been appointed to 
represent the Federation and attends the 
court sessions regularly to aid these young 
persons who are in difficulty. For some 
time various public leaders in Queens have 
urged that the Federation provide this 
type of leadership but only recently have 
funds been available. Mr. Lawton also is 
the Federation representative at the Chil- 
dren’s Court in Jamaica, N.Y., to assist. 
those youngsters who are not cared for by 
any other agency. This is the kind of 
service that the churches can render working 
cooperatively through the church federa- 
tion. 


Regional Conferences on 
Christian Education 


In lieu of the annual Convention on 
Christian Education, which has been held 
for the past eighty years, the Indiana 
Council of Churches this year held four 
regional conferences on Christian Educa- 
tion. This was done in keeping with ODT 
travel restrictions. The conferences were 
held in Greenfield, Crawfordsville, Terre 
Haute, and Vincennes. 

More than 700 church school workers 
and pastors attended these four confer- 
ences. A great team of leaders from east 
and west presented stirring messages and 
programs of action for all departments of 
the Christian Education program. 


Open House for 
Children’s Workers 


The combined Age Group Councils spon- 
sored an “Open House for Children’s 
Workers” at the First Presbyterian Church 
of Tulsa, Okla. Special invitations were 
issued to the children’s workers of the 
various churches but’ an open invitation 
was extended to all other interested persons. 
Rev. J. T. Morrow, Executive Secretary of 
the Tulsa Council of Churches, addressed 
the group on the subject, “In the Home— 
In the Church—In the Community.” 
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For the first time since mid-May THE 
AMERICAN PULPIT SERIES in complete 
sets is available.

This book, by the pastor of St. Paul’s 
Methodist Church, Houston, Texas, is very 
timely since the denominations, through 
their Commission on Evangelism, have 
designated 1946 as a year for the special 
training and use of laymen and women in 
visitation evangelism. 

Since Dr. Bryan writes out of a large 
and rich experience he knows whereof he 
speaks. Any pastor will find the volume 
of invaluable help in the training of his 
laymen for the primary work of the 
Church—evangelism. The author cites 
many examples in rural as well as urban 
churches where results have been achieved. 

This reviewer thinks so ‘much of. this 
book that he would like to see it in the 
hands of every Protestant minister in 
America. All ministers believe in lay evan- 
gelism but many do not know how to train 
and use their laymen effectively for this 
purpose. This book deals with the “how.” 
If it is taken seriously by any minister any- 


where in America, it will bless his evan- 
gelistic leadership and help him and his con- 
gregation to lead many of the unchurched 
into discipleship with Christ and into the 
membership of His Church.

This ‘‘source book for ministers” is a 
valuable vade mecum for the minister, 
written by the professor of homiletics at 
the Princeton Theological Seminary. It 
specializes in the “everyday demands” of the 
minister’s office, as he goes in and out 
among his people. Its ideal is the “all- 
round minister,” a man “with a shepherd 
heart who can preach and pray.” It is 
not merely an exaltation of the personal 
ministry to individuals (although it cer- 
tainly includes that) but an answer, in 
definite terms, to countless questions of 
“how.” It is not a theoretical volume 
(although it contains much good theory) 
but a manual of usable methods. 

No aspect of the pastoral function is 
overlooked. There are stimulating sugges- 
tions, growing partly out of the author’s

Highroads of the Universe

Dr. Johnson, who is head of the depart- 
ment of religion and chaplain at Mount 
Hermon School for Boys, has written a 
sort of Baedeker’s Guide to science and 
philosophy from a Christian point of view: 
He asks 64 searching questions that perplex 
inquiring minds seeking the meaning of 
life and desirous of validating the basic 
teachings of Christianity. The character 
and range of the inquiry are suggested by 
the following specimen questions: “How 
did the universe originate?’”’, “What is the 
nature of life?”, “What is worship?”, “Do 
we know how evil got into the world?”, 
“Why has man believed in immortality ?”, 
and “What is the place of the Church in 
working for a world-wide ideal society ?” 

The author brings to his task a vast 
amount of knowledge which he utilizes in 
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THE WIsE WIDOW 
(A True Parable) 


Once there were several widows who were 
friends and who each had a little money to invest. 
Mrs. Timidity hurriedly bought bonds. Everyone 
said she was the Wise Widow but as they yielded 
only 2% or 3%, she starved to death and people de- 
cided she wasn’t so wise! Mrs. Greedy, on the other 
hand, listened to the eloquent words of a handsome 
man selling such “beautiful” stock which was going 
to pay 12% to 15%. She bought his beautiful stock 
but the dividends never appeared (nor the gentle- 
man either) so she had to take any work she could 
get to avoid starvation. Mrs. Know Better wouldn't 
fool with any stocks or bonds, not she! She bought 
a little house she could see and feel and look after. 
But, Oh, dear! Taxes, fire insurance, city assess- 
ments, bad tenants, vacancy, hurricanes, snow and 
a lot of mean old things combined to eat into her 
rent money till she too almost starved. 


Mrs. Christian wanted to eat as much and live 
as long as the other ladies, but when she died she 
wanted this money to go to work for the World Mis- 
sion of the Church in which her husband had been 
interested with her.

And she dreamed of how that money would 
help some little girl in Mexico, heal a sick Chinese, 
help a Korean boy to go to school or climb high up 
in the Andes to help the Indians there.

Thinking Where Jesus 
Thought

An unusual combination of qualities lends 
distinctive merit to this book by the min- 
ister of the First Baptist Church of Detroit. 
It has the warmth and ardor of a Christian 
evangelist. At the same time it is at home 
in the scholar’s world. It is the product of 
a conservative mind and temper. It also 
knows how to appreciate and interpret the 
points of view of other Christians. 

The book is a popular exposition of the 
mind and spirit of Jesus. It begins with 
Jesus’ thought about Himself and His rela- 
tion to God. It goes on to consider His 
attitude toward people and His understand- 
ing of the meaning of human life and 
destiny. It probes His way of thinking 
about temptation and sin and evil, including 
a stirring chapter on “War, the Supreme 
Sin.” It examines Jesus’ message of love as 
the great commandment, interpreted not 
merely in ethical terms but in terms of 
the nature of God, and the redemptive life 
and work of Jesus Christ. 

Two final chapters are of a more def- 
initely theological character. One of these 
emphasizes the recovery of the Bible as 
normative for Christian thought. The other 
deals with ‘“‘modern theology’s rediscovery 
of Jesus” and points out the many indica- 
tions of a “high Christology” today. 
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We Preach Not Ourselves

Here is a convincing demonstration that 
Biblical preaching can be intensely relevant 
to contemporary life. The First “jpistle to 
the Corinthians can be brought powerfully 
to bear upon situations which Christians 
face today. The volume is neither a collec- 
tion of sermons nor an ordinary commen- 
tary on New Testament writers. It is an 
original venture in providing stimulus to 
the preacher’s thinking and consists chiefly 
of a collection of suggestive ‘“‘leads.” 

Dr. Poteat’s treatment makes two things 
clear: first, that the Bible is still the great 
book for modern preaching; second, that 
the Biblical message must be directly re- 
lated to the needs and problems of our own 
time. The outlines which Dr. Poteat gives 
are all based upon passages from First 
Corinthians, analyzing the conditions to 
which St. Paul addressed himself and then 
indicating their amazing relevance to prob- 
lems of the present. The central interest 
is the Church—its nature, its message, its 
functions—the role which Christians should 
play in the community and the world.

This is a beautiful memorial volume, a 
tribute to a great personality who was be- 
loved and honored as pastor, educator, and 
world Christian. Under his pastorate for 20 
years the Lake Avenue Baptist Church of 
Rochester, N.Y., came to be known as one 
of the most efficient and successful city 
churches in America. Under his presidency 
the -Colgate-Rochester Divinity School 
acquired its magnificent group of buildings. 
His influence became so widely interdenom- 
inational that in 1932, while still a rela- 
tively young man, he was elected president 
of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America. He was its wise and 
courageous leader during two of its most 
difficult years, following the depth of the 
depression. 

In addition to an excellent interpretation 
of his many-sided life and service, the 
volume contains a record of the funeral 
service held on January 24, 1943, and the 
memorial service held a few days later, 
together with scores of impressive tributes 
to the man and his work.

European churchmen have had as close a 
knowledge of it as he has gained through 
his many visits to this country and his 
wide travel as lecturer and preacher. This 
book is written out of that experience, and 
much study.as well. 


He outlines briefly American church his- 
tory, the main characteristics of the major 
types of churches, the Church in relation 
to its surroundings, ‘‘the Church in her 
own world” of preaching and parish life, 
American theology, the Social Gospel, evan- 
gelism, missions, work for youth, the ecu- 
menical movement in America, relations 
with the Roman Catholic Church, the 
American churches and the war, relief work, 
the ‘no man’s land” of the sects, relations. 
of American and European churches, and: 
America and the rebuilding of the world. 


Dr. Keller is well aware of the grave 
difficulties that face the Church ‘in Europe 
and America in the postwar period, though 
his book was written during the war. But 
he is hopeful of the future. “America. 
may,’ he says, “make its contribution to a 
new world as a new political ethos out. 
of the strength and responsibility of a. 
young nation not exhausted by the war. The 
churches may bring their gift with their 
fresh courage for world-organization, .. . 
with a new surrender to Christ, with a new 
Christian awareness of life that again 
includes joy and trust in the world-changing 
power of the Gospel. .. .” 


His American readers may only hope his 
“vision” may prove true and regret that his 
book is available for only the limited 
number who read German readily.
